D’TOWN CZAR 

Bloomy to name plan's savior

Mayor Bloomberg has called in a relief 
pitcher to help save the Downtown Brook- 
lyn Plan. 

Officially, the new development “czar” will 
oversee the marketing of the region’s third-largest 
business district and manage infrastructure im- 
provements as the city tries to make use of the 
high-rise-friendly, eminent-domain-empowered 
upzoning that became law in 2004. 

But insiders said the new king of Brooklyn is 
being hired to ensure that the plan — which is en- 
tirely separate from Forest City Ratner’s proposed 
Atlantic Yards mega-development in nearby Pros- 
pect Heights — doesn’t fall apart. 

“The challenge now is to drive home a coordi- 
nated marketing initiative and attract more [corpo- 
rate tenants],” said Kenneth Adams, president of 
the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce. 

“There are tons of international and Fortune 
500 companies that don’t know Downtown 
Brooklyn has changed since the time when all we 
had was some office buildings on Court Street.” 

Attracting big companies to Brooklyn has been 
tougher than anticipated. The Downtown Plan, 
which broadcast the government’s intent to seize 
private property to facilitate preferred developments, 
won easy approval after its advocates boasted of 
near-term development opportunities. 

The last latge corporate leases were signed in 2004 

— both outside of the Downtown Brooklyn Plan area 

— when Bank of New York relocated some back of- 
fices to a blue-glass tower above the Atlantic Termi- 
nal transit hub, and Empire Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
moved some back offices into Metrotech. 

While Downtown office space is now filled 
nearly to capacity, the towers envisioned under 
the Downtown Brooklyn Plan would have to 
compete with the rebuilt World Trade Center 
buildings, as well as new and existing office 
centers in Midtown and Jersey City and, po- 
tentially, Frank Gehry-designed office towers 


in Ratner’s Atlantic Yards site. 

Plan advocates say they aren’t worried, but also 
understand why the mayor is acting now. 

“People see the speed of the residential develop- 
ment Downtown and worry about the progress [of 
corporate development],” said Michael Burke, ex- 
ecutive director of the Downtown Brooklyn Coun- 
cil, an advocate of the Downtown plan. 

Some Downtown lots originally envisioned as 
offices have already been reconfigured into mixed- 
use buildings with only a third or so set aside for 
corporate space, drawing concerns about the jobs 
that were promised when the City Council gave 
unanimous support for the plan in 2004. 

“Unemployment in low-income communities that 
surround Downtown was 78 percent before Metro- 
tech. It’s 78 percent now and it will be the same when 
the whole project is done,” City Councilman Charles 
Barron (D-Canarsie) said, stretching the numbers to 
make his point. In 2004, Barron voiced skepticism 
about the plan and abstained when the council voted. 

Barron made similar remarks two weeks ago at 
a forum held by Families United for Racial and 
Economic Justice, whose members later marched 
along Fulton Mall in protest of the development 
craze that is pushing up housing prices. 

Sources identified die new czar as Joe Chan, a 
chief adviser to Deputy Mayor Dan Doctoroff. 
Chan was formerly director of real estate for the 
Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce. 

“[Chan] could be productive, if the community 
is involved,” said Brian Ketcham, author of 
Brooklyn’s only comprehensive traffic study and 
executive director of Community Consulting. 

“I’d like to meet this fellow. As soon as some- 
one invites me to the table.”

Cops: Crime not running wild in P'Park 


After arrests, 
’Hook is safer

Despite a flood of media reports that teenage 
gangs are waging violent attacks on visitors to 
Prospect Park, the level of crime within the 
leafy confines is roughly the same as last year, 
police officials told The Brooklyn Papers. 

Statistics show that the park’s so-called “crime 
spree” — eight robberies — are the same number 
that were logged over the same period in 2005. 

In all, the 78th Precinct has recorded 12 violent 
crimes within the park this year, compared to 1 1 
incidents by this time last year, police sources said. 

In the wake of initial coverage of the so-called 
spree, there were follow-up stories citing a “mas- 
sive” police response — stories the local precinct 
also called misleading, sources said. The 78th 
Precinct receives additional officers from Brook- 
lyn’s central command every summer to help pa- 
trol the park during its busiest season. 

This year the precinct has extra help from two 
sergeants and 18 officers, who will work with the 
78th Precinct’s usual park patrol of one sergeant and 
a dozen rank and file cops, the source said. They got 
a similar number of reinforcements last year. 

Despite the official party line, an officer in the 
park told The Papers that additional officers had 
indeed been deployed since the news reports. 

“And we could always use more,” the officer 
conceded. 

Whether part of normal summertime staffing in- 


creases or not, the extra patrols — including sever- 
al cops on bikes and an officer on horseback — 
were welcomed by several visitors. 

“I’m happy to see they are addressing the is- 
sue,” said Beth Thomas, walking her Golden Re- 
triever. “I stick to the very well-traveled parts of 
the park, so I feel safe.” 

Most park-goers said they felt safe. “I like the 
park and never had any problems,” said Slope res- 
ident David Madruga, resting on a tree near Sev- 
enth Avenue. 

Mavi Graves, a professional dog-walker from 
Williamsburg, was also enjoying a beautiful day in 
the park. “I feel very safe,” she said. “I even walk 
a dog late at night, sometimes.” 

Police confirmed media reports of two recent 
robberies, on May 20 and May 24, when a group of 
teens surrounded a 53-year-old man, pushed him to 
the ground where they beat and robbed him. 

The remaining six robberies included attacks on 
May 4 and 5, both involving a gang of teens target- 
ing victims near their own age on Prospect Park 
West. Police nabbed two of the pre-teen suspects 

A 33-year-old woman was jumped by a group 
of five teens as she jogged along West Lake Drive 
on the afternoon of March 24. Police arrested two 
of the three youngsters the same day. 

According to the New York Post, another victim 
was attacked on Fifth Street and Prospect Park 
West on March 28. A gang jumped another victim 
at the same spot on April 15 and struck another a 
few blocks away on April 18. 


don’t want to see the effort fall off like it has so 
many times before.” 

Prior efforts were certainly not as massive. 
District Attorney Charles Hynes announced last 
week that the thugs earned $50 million annual- 
ly slinging drugs in and around the neighbor- 
hood’s most-concentrated residential develop- 
ment, the Red Hook Houses. 

“The amount of drug dealing turned the de- 
velopment into a drug supermarket,” said 
Hynes at a press conference last week. 

He added that the busts had nothing to do 
with the city’s latest tourism efforts in the 
neighborhood, including a brand new terminal 
for the Queen Mary 2 — not that Red Hook 
residents were dwelling on the timing. 

“I don’t care about the politics of why [the 
bust] happened,” said Frances Brown, a patrol 
officer. “I just hope it’s consistent. I pay taxes 
and like to see my tax dollars at work.” 

Dealers had treated the neighborhood like 
they owned it, dividing up the housing develop- 
ment in a very business-like fashion into sec- 
tions reserved for certain vendors. 

The residential enclave closest to Red Hook 
Park — open fields where children play soccer 
and baseball — was known as “The Back Tall 
Buildings,” while the section close to the neigh- 
borhood’s popular discount store and its only 
bank was called “The Front.” 

“They were out there every day in the court- 
yard,” said resident Andrea McKnight. “Now 
they are gone and it feels better.” 

Virtually everyone — even the kids — knew

S O THIS IS WHAT ALL THE FUSS 
was about? That art show that got 
banned by the Parks Department 
because it was “inappropriate” for chil- 
dren and veterans opened late last week 
in DUMBO — and I was first on line. 

Anything inappropriate for kids and 
killers — that’s good enough for me. 

Of course, nothing could match the 
good old days of controversial art — like 
back at the turn of the century, when 
Rudy Giuliani tried to shut down the 
Brooklyn Museum because some artist 
put a few pieces of elephant dung and 
some cutouts from pomo mags on a 
painting of the Virgin Mary. 

I thought the grand dame looked great. 
Compared to that, the Brooklyn Col- 
lege student art show, Plan B, is tame. 
There are plenty of portraits of smiling 
people, lots of shapeless sculptures that 
look like pieces of a sci-fi set, plenty of 
abstract paintings and even a really really 
big office chair. 

On opening night, I even saw a guy in

thought the show was “inappropriate.” 

But the real good news is that there are 
plenty of pieces that rise to the level of 
good old dirty art. 

Take the masturbating hand sculpture 
that Brooklyn Parks Commissioner Julius 
Spiegel called “inappropriate.” Yes, it is a 
sculpture of a hand gripping a penis. Yes, 
the penis is erect. But the backlit sculpture, 
like the three others in Augusto Marin’s se- 
ries, is covered in a gauzy cloth that makes 
it resemble a religious icon like the Shroud 
of Turin.

Yeah, it’s good art, I guess; Ferrero has 
a nifty watercolor style that contrasts with 
the visceral texts that mn alongside the 
images. 

What bothered me is that there wasn’t 
really anything controversial about the 
“Dick Cheney” painting. The gay affair 
mentioned in the text has nothing to do 
with the vice president, but centers 
around a man who uses the screen name 
“Dick Cheney” as he trolls for dates. 
That’s about as controversial as shooting 
a hunting partner. 

Much better is another of Ferrero’s wa- 
tercolors, this one a recounting of a differ- 
ent gay coupling. Although it starts with 
one man asking the other to urinate on 
him, it ends with a universal message. 
“How much did this place cost?” the uri- 
nator wonders as he looks around his 
partner’s apartment. 

To me, that’s great art. I haven’t urinat- 
ed on anyone since I was 3, but I do 
spend a lot of time wondering what peo- 
ple’s apartments cost.

Grand Army Plaza is 
grand in name only. 

But the clogged heart of 
Brooklyn, relegated to serv- 
ing as little more than a good- 
looking traffic circle for 
decades, is on the verge of a 
multi-pronged effort to re- 
store its original grandeur. 

This week, Transportation 
Alternatives hired a 
renowned Danish traffic con- 
sultant to figure out how to 
untangle the mess of roads, 
walkways and ill-timed lights 
that have separated the plaza 
from what could be an ador- 
ing public. 

The Prospect Park Al- 
liance, which spent $2 mil- 
lion restoring a fountain in 
the plaza’s center that no one 
can get to, has joined the 
campaign, along with a new 
group called the Grand Army 
Plaza Coalition. 

“Frederick Law Olmsted 
and Calvert Vaux’s vision for 
Grand Army Plaza was for 
the plaza to overwhelm Flat- 
bush Avenue, but instead, the 
avenue is overwhelming the 
plaza,” said Aaron Naparstek, 
who is leading the citizen 
brigade. 

“They wanted it to be a 
great civic space, a great 
meeting ground for events 
and celebrations and even 
just sitting around. It is defi- 
nitely not that. It’s a traffic 
rotary.” 

Roughly the size of Paris’s 
Place de l’Etoile (which has 
its own famous arch in the 
middle), Brooklyn’s Grand 
Army Plaza was conceived as 
an entry way into the Prospect 
Park, not as a traffic circle cut 
off from it by the intersection 
of Union Street, Eastern 
Parkway, Flatbush Avenue 
and Prospect Park West. 

Olmsted and Vaux created 
the large plaza to compensate 
for the harshly angled, some- 
what ungrand northern en- 
trance to the park itself. 

But it wasn’t long before 
that vision was overtaken by 
the horseless carriage. 

In the 1920s, the traffic 
was so wild that the “Safety 
Council of Brooklyn” put up 
a Death-O-Meter to chronicle 
the increasing number of ve- 
hicular deaths in the plaza.

By 1955, one New York 
newspaper called the area 
“the only concrete and as- 
phalt roulette wheel in the 
world.” 

In the mid-1980s, the city 
came up with a revolutionary 
scheme to narrow the sur- 
rounding roadways and ex- 
pand pedestrian access to the 
center of the plaza, but some- 
where between bureaucratic 
inertia and the crash of 1987, 
the city never allocated the 


$30 million to get it done. 

Times (and finances) 
change. Yesterday’s urban de- 
cay is today’s gentrification. 

“Unlike in the 1980s, there 
is a much broader constituen- 


cy to get this done,” said Tup- 
per Thomas, head of the 
Prospect Park Alliance. “Now 
the Park Slope Civic Council, 
groups in Prospect Heights 
and along Eastern Parkway, 
the Prospect Park Alliance, 
and cultural institutions like 
the Brooklyn Public Library 
and the Brooklyn Museum 
are committed to getting this 
done.” 

But for now, even the ad- 
vocates are thinking small. 

“Everyone agrees it should 
be more accessible,” said 
Paul Steely White, executive 
director of Transportation Al- 
ternatives. “The trick is to 


find the option that has the 
greatest benefit and the low-

Willow St. woman

A Willow Street resident 
surprised a burglar and 
helped police capture the 
criminal on May 23.

X marks a candidate

It’s not uncommon for a 
son to inherit his father’s 
seat in office, but it’s a bit 
rarer for a lawyer to inher- 
it his client’s. 

That’s exactly what attorney 
Anthony Xanthakis hopes to do 
in succeeding Assemblyman 
Matthew Mirones (R-Bay Ridge). 

Xanthakis’s run for the As- 
sembly is the result of 
Mirones’s stunning announce- 
ment two weeks ago that he 
was returning to the private sec- 
tor after just four years in Al- 
in his first public foray this 
week, Xanthakis introduced 
himself to voters with a lightly 
attended kickoff press confer- 
ence at the 69th Street Pier in 
Bay Ridge. 

He ticked off what he con- 
siders the main issues in Bay 
Ridge — taxes, homeland secu- 
rity and keeping sex offenders 
off the streets — and mentioned

intentionally.

positions — sort of. If elected, 
he said his first bill would be 
“some sort of tax relief.”

“It’s mini- 
mally intrusive and at least pro- 
vides a deterrent for criminal 
activity, especially terrorist ac- 
tivity,” he said. 

Xanthakis enters the race 
months and dollars behind his 
Democratic opponent Janele 
Hyer-Spencer, who lost the 
2004 election to Mirones by a 
60-40 spread. 

Xanthakis fives on Staten Is- 
land, but grew up in Bay Ridge, 
which Rep. Vito Fossella (R- 
Bay Ridge) cited as evidence 
that “he knows this community 
very well [and] understands the 
needs of working people.” 

Bay Ridge comprises 35 per- 
cent of the 60th assembly dis- 
trict, with Staten Islanders mak- 
ing up the difference — so 
Brooklyn supporters urged 
Xanthakis to not forget where 
he came from. 

“You’re not going to win 
without Brooklyn,” said Kings 
County Conservative party 
chair Jerry Kassar. 

Hyer-Spencer, also a Staten 
Islander, said she spends two 
days per week in Bay Ridge, 
visiting with community organ- 
izations, participating in local 
events, and “generally being 
available.”

you know.” But Smartmom 
learned first-hand the perils of 
that credo after last month’s 
article, “Ratner $$ can’t buy 
love,” angered many in the PS 
321 community. 

The article — which Dumb 
Editor put on the front page 
(hmm, maybe he’s not so 
dumb...) — was about 
Bruce Ratner’s spon- 
sorship of PS 321’s 
fundraising auction at 
the Brooklyn Museum. 

Oy, it’s been quite a 

One person called 
Smartmom “sleazy” be- 
cause she is part of the 
PTA and she attended the 
auction. Another person 
wrote that members of the 
auction committee, who 
worked so hard to organize 
the event, felt insulted and 
hurt.

Four Brooklyn women 
have a message for the 
borough’s favorite Texan 
in Chief — “I’ll see you in 
court.” 

Using their network of 
Brooklyn political contacts, 
they have filed a class-action 
suit on behalf of the American 
people against President 
Bush. Their beef? The gov- 
ernment’s unwarranted sur- 
veillance of phone calls and 
the seizure of millions of 
phone records. 

“This program is illegal, it 
violates the Constitution and 
it violates the most basic prin- 
cipals of the separation of 
powers,” reads the complaint 
filed last month in the Brook- 
lyn federal court. 

Two of the four plaintiffs 
are Virginia Shubert and Hi- 
lary Botein, who mn a con- 
sulting firm on Hicks Street in 
Brooklyn Heights. 

Both have a history of tak- 
ing on pernicious and seem- 
ingly intransigent problems 
— from AIDS to affordable 
housing. So it’s no surprise 
that they volunteered to be the 
Davids in this battle against 
the federal Goliath. 

“I was having a conversa- 
tion with my friend who’s an 
attorney, and I felt strongly 
that I wanted to do something 
about this and it just 
evolved,” said Shubert, who 
has participated in other class- 
action suits as an attorney. 

The plaintiffs are hoping to

Security Agency by turning 
over its client phone records.

The nation needs “to take 
all steps necessary to protect 
the city and the country from 
terrorism,” said Craig Donner, 
a spokesman for Rep. Vito 
Fossella (R-Bay Ridge).

“some concerns about the 
scope and nature of this [data- 
mining] program.” 

“There is a need to balance 
constitutional rights with the 
protection from terrorism.” 
The plaintiffs take issue 
with that argument. 

“We are asking the courts 
to play their [constitutional] 
role in oversight of the execu- 
tive branch,” said Shubert.

Spreading the Word of Hope

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Pietravalle was feeling so insecure 
that she was barely able to leave her 
home.

It 
was there that she met the Pastor 
Michael Casale.

Because of Casale, Pietravalle 
found the strength she needed to 
make meaningful changes in her 
life: the more involved she became 
with the church community, the 
more her confidence improved 
and her faith intensified. In addi- 
tion to her job at Health Plus, she 
became the church secretary, 
which has helped her develop sub- 
stantial computer skills. Having 
worked as a sound technician for 
college theatrical productions, she 
also offered to take over the 
soundboards after noticing that 
the Pastor needed help. 

When members of the church 
began to discuss the possibility of 
creating a public access program 
based on the church’s weekly wor- 
ship service, Pietravalle was the 
natural choice to be the program’s 
producer, having already displayed 
her technical savvy. Not surpris- 
ingly, she was hesitant when the 
Pastor approached her with the 
idea. 

“I had never even thought of 
working with the camera or any of 
that stuff,” she admitted. 
“Although I was nervous and 
scared, he had faith in me and 
knew I could do it. Because of the 


encouragement he gave me, I was 
able to step out of my comfort 

So Pietravalle agreed to give it a 
try, knowing that she would be 
working as a servant of God. 
Despite her busy schedule, she 
attended TV production work- 
shops at Brooklyn Community 
Access Television (BCAT) on the 
weekends, where she learned the 
basics of camerawork, lighting, 
and editing. 

“Everyone at BCAT was so help- 
ful and nice. I met a lot of inter- 
esting friends that I still work 

Soon enough, Pietravalle was 
recording Casale’s sermons and 
editing them into half-hour pro- 
grams. The show, which, like the 
church is called “ Calvary Praise 
and Worship Center ,” is now a fix- 
ture of BCAT s Sunday line-up of 
faith-based programming. 

Pietravalle and Casale and the 
rest of the production crew are 
pleased to think that the redemp- 
tive powers of their ministry are 
reaching the community through 
BCAT - and are further encour- 
aged knowing that their program 
can be streamed via the BCAT 
website and viewed by anyone 
around the world who has access 
to an Internet connection. 

The program’s aim is to reach 
out and share the word of God 
with those who are lost or who are 
unable to attend church — and 
there is evidence that this is occur- 


ring. The church’s congregation 
has doubled since the show went 
on air last year. Pietravalle knows 
several new members who were 
introduced to the church through 
BCAT. Attracted by Casale’s warm 
and welcoming sermons, these 
viewers are now regular attendees. 

Another testament that folks are 
watching is that Casale is now fre- 
quently recognized around the 
neighborhood as “the pastor from 
TV”. 

The Pastor, who is very down to 
earth outside of church, has been 
known to karaoke with church 
members. And he is a memorable 
orator, to be sure. Pietravalle 
believes his interactive style is ideal 
for television but admits it can 
present a challenge. “He moves all 
over the church. It is sometimes 
hard to keep him in the frame! 
Other times, I get so into it that I 
forget I am filming!”

Let the market rule 


D ON’T BELIEVE THE HYPE. That’s the 
main lesson to be learned from the news 
that Mayor Bloomberg has created a new 
office to oversee commercial development in 
Downtown Brooklyn. 

The new “czar” will be charged with rescuing 
the Downtown Brooklyn Plan — a massive, 
high-rise-friendly upzoning that passed unani- 
mously just two years ago. 

Where the Downtown plan envisioned large 
skyscrapers filled with commercial tenants, back 
offices and even some corporate headquarters, 
developers in the zone have responded by pro- 
posing more of the badly needed housing for 
which the market is clearly crying out. 

The plan didn’t just upzone Downtown Brook- 
lyn — something virtually everyone applauded — 
it made the whole area an eminent-domain zone, 
anchored to the assumption that government 
knows best. 


The plan’s evolution should have been antici- 
pated. First, by using the threat of condemnation, 
the city stymied the area’s small business owners 
who hoped to benefit from the Downtown ren- 
aissance. Next, the bureaucracy made the case 
that since small property owners were incapable 
of maximizing Downtown’s potential, govern- 
ment would have the moral (and legal) right to 
grab their land. Third, they would then turn over 
those seized sites to preferred developers, who 
would quickly fill big buildings with important 
commercial tenants. 

In the end, though, even the most-favored devel- 
opers aren’t going to build unless the market exists. 

Instead of trying to prop up the Downtown 
Brooklyn Plan, the mayor should be listening to 
the market. 

True, there is currently little available office 
space in Downtown Brooklyn. But as The Papers’ 
Ariella Cohen points out on the front page, Brook- 


lyn would quickly be awash in office space if all of 
the currently proposed projects were built 

As a result, Bruce Ratner has reduced the 
amount of office space he originally proposed in 
his Atlantic Yards mega-development in Prospect 
Heights. Ratner is reading the same tea leaves as 
the mayor, but drawing the correct conclusion 
that the post-911 market for commercial space in 
Brooklyn will not be as vibrant as predicted. 

Whoever gets the job of Downtown Brooklyn 
“czar” should encourage developers to follow the 
market. Brooklyn is so hungry for residential de- 
velopment that commercial space along Montague 
Street and even on the Fulton Mall is being con- 
verted to apartments. Long-written-off Fourth Av- 
enue is also booming with residential development. 

New housing, rather than back offices that will 
bring thousands of car-driving commuters into an 
already choked Downtown Brooklyn, is clearly 
what Brooklyn needs most.

been seen as a significant vic- 
tory for opponents of the proj- 
ect because it deprived the 
Empire State Development 
Corporation of environmental 
lawyer David Paget, who had 
spun through the state’s re- 
volving door after working 
for Ratner. 

Judge Carol Edmead had 
disqualified Paget, citing “a 
crippling appearance of im- 
propriety” and “a taint on the 

But in overturning Ed- 
mead, the appeals court used 
similarly harsh language to 
describe Ratner’s opponents. 

“It seems clear that [the op- 
ponents] intended the disquali- 
fication as a significant tactical 
maneuver in their campaign 
against the project,” the ruling 
stated. “The mere appearance 
of impropriety alone is insuffi- 
cient to warrant disqualifica- 
tion [of Paget].” 

The part of the appeals rul- 
ing centering on the demolition 
of the buddings is virtuady 
moot at this point, as Ratner 
has already removed one of the 
six in question, with three oth- 
ers on Dean almost entirely 
gone and two others, on Pacific 
Street, beginning initial demoli- 
tion this week.

All Senior Living

Bruce Ratner has won 
the right to tear down 
buildings that he’s already 
demolished in the foot- 
print of his proposed 
Atlantic Yards project.

In the same ruling, the ap- 
pellate division overturned 
the lower court’s ruling that 
forced the state to fire its lead 
attorney because he had once 
worked for Ratner on the 
same project.

ruling stated. 

The appeals court decision 
gave opponents amble cause 
to complain. 

Daniel Goldstein, spokes- 
man for Develop Don’t De- 
stroy Brooklyn, which 
brought the case, said that by 
allowing the agency to retain 
Paget, the appeals court was 
allowing ESDC to act as “a 
collaborator with Bruce Rat- 
ner, not as a protector of the 
public interest.” 

He vowed that his group 
would comb the project’s 
forthcoming environmental 
impact statement for evidence 
of collusion between Ratner 
and ESDC. The project does 
still need to go through the 
state’s public review process, 
called SEQR. 

“The court did note the im- 
portance of the public partici- 
pation process under SEQR,” 
added DDDB legal adviser 
Candace Carpentor. “So all 
interested people must now 
join us to challenge this de- 
structive development review 
process which continues to 
nakedly shut out the public. 
This is just a single step it 
what will continue to be a 
long battle.” 

Forest City Ratner had, 
predictably, a different view. 

“As we have said all along, 
we undertook the demolition 
of specific buildings because 
they posed a public safety 
risk,” said Bruce Bender, ex- 
ecutive vice president. 

“We are pleased the appel- 
late court, like the lower 
court, agreed with us.”

BAM to show new prints of films by master director, Antonioni

I talian director Michelangelo Antonioni 
was not a wunderkind like Orson Welles, 
Francois Truffaut or Terrence Malick, 
whose first films were instant classics. 

Although he began making short films in 
the early 1940s, it wasn’t until his fifth fea- 
ture, “L'Avventura” (1960), that Antonioni 
began making his cinematic mark. 

“The Vision that Changed Cinema: 
Michelangelo Antonioni,” BAMcinematek’s 
career-spanning retrospective (June 7-29), is 
essential viewing. Here is a director whose 
major themes and style are unusual, even 
unique: Antonioni ceaselessly explored how 
human interaction in the 20th century degen- 
erated into isolation through a trademark vi- 
sual technique that pitted his characters 
against imposing landscapes that accentuat- 
ed their futile struggles against abandonment 
and loneliness. 

Antonioni made some of the greatest 
films of the post-war era, starting with his 
so-called “isolation” trilogy of “L’ Avventu- 
ra,” “La Notte" and “L'Edisse.” He also 
directed several fascinating experimental 
features, innovative shorts and documen- 
taries, many of which will be shown during 
the BAM series, along with additional fea- 
tures about the director and his continuing 
cinematic influence. 

Bom in 1912, Antonioni began writing 
for film journals in the 1930s and began 
shooting short films in the ’40s. His initial 
features — “Chronicle of a Love” (1950), 
“The Vanquished” (1952), “The Lady 
without Camillas” (1953), “The Girl- 
friends” (1955), “II Grido” (1956) — intro- 
duced a director who was forging a new 
style to go beyond then-prevalent neo-real- 
ism in presenting characters trying to make 
sense of their increasingly hermetic, mecha- 
nized environment. 

It was the premiere of “L’Avventura” at 
the 1960 Cannes Film Festival that brought 
Antonioni worldwide recognition. Ostensi- 
bly about the search for a woman who goes 
missing while on a 
yachting trip, the 
film actually devel- 
ops into how her 
disappearance af- 
fects both her hus- 
band and best friend. 

Utilizing the rocky 
Mediterranean is- 
land landscapes to 
shattering effect, 

Antonioni made initial audiences uneasy, 
unaccustomed as they were to films that 
don’t tie everything into neat little bows and 
introduce characters whom one doesn’t em- 
pathize with. 

Antonioni followed “L’Avventura” with 
“La Notte” (1961) and “L’Eclisse” (1962), 
exquisitely wrought studies of ennui among 
European bourgeoisie. The final sequence of 
“L’Eclisse” has 
entered film leg- 
end as a purely 
(and poetically) 


visual evocation of the emptiness left behind 
when relationships go awry. 

After his trilogy, Antonioni continued his 
restless experimentation. “Red Desert" 
(1964) saw him painting grass the right 
shade of green, for example, to emphasize 
the color scheme he envisioned for his star- 
tlingly visualized exploration of a woman’s 
neuroses. The result (Antonioni’s first color 
picture) is among the 
most ravishing-look- 
ing films ever made. 

"Blow Up” (1966), 
Antonioni’s first 
English-language 
picture, was as sur- 
prising as “L’Avven- 
tura.” It begins as a 
murder mystery: a 
photographer may 
have inadvertently caught a murder in 
progress. The crime is never solved, but An- 
tonioni is more interested in juxtaposing his 
characters with the swinging mod scene of 
mid-’ 60s London, which is brilliantly 
evoked. 

Antonioni came to America to direct 
“Zabriskie Point” (1969), a moody time- 
capsule piece about two restless hippies' fa- 
tal trek through the Southwest desert. What- 
ever its other merits, “Zabriskie Point” was 
notable for its trend-setting use of Pink 
Floyd’s psychedelic music and a remarkable 


Death Valley sex scene. 

Antonioni returned to 
the desert — an obvious 
metaphor for his themes 
of human loneliness and 
isolation — for 1975’s 
“The Passenger,” an- 
other introspective study: 

Jack Nicholson plays 
David Locke, who, upon 
stealing a dead journal- 
ist’s identity, is caught up 
in events beyond his 
control. Like “L’E- 
clisse,” “The Passenger” culminates with an 
astonishing sequence, a circular panning 
shot showing Locke’s ultimate fate and oth- 
ers’ reactions to this discovery. 

Antonioni’s later films include “The 
Mystery of Oberwald” (1980), a color- 
coded shot-on-video remake of Jean 
Cocteau’s play “The Eagle with Two 
Heads”; 1995 ’s “Beyond the Clouds,” co- 
directed with Wim Wenders following Anto- 
nioni’s stroke; and the short “The Danger- 
ous Thread of Things,” Antonioni’s 
contribution to the 2004 omnibus film 

The least-seen and underappreciated of 
these works is 1982’s “Identification of a 
Woman,” another exploration of isolated 
characters with a series of bravura se- 
quences, including a soft-core sex scene that

Reuben’s burning questions 


In Shelly Reuben’s latest mystery, “The Skirt Man” 
(Harcourt, $24), it becomes tragically clear that a man 
should not be judged by his sartorial choices but by 
his actions. 

The riveting novel by this Bay Ridge fire investi- 
gator hits bookstores on June 5. As in her previous 
works, Reuben puts to work her decades of experi- 
ence sleuthing — and slogging through — fire 
scenes. 

She also sets the action in the same small town as 
last year’s ‘Tabula Rasa.” (That said, it certainly is- 


n’t necessary to have read the prequel in order to fol- 
low the action in her latest effort.) 

It’s up to Sebastian, a state police inspector; his wife 
Annie, a reporter for the local paper who seems to do 
more snooping than typing; and Annie’s visiting broth- 
er Billy, a fire marshal from New York City, to solve 
the mystery of how the title character came to be 
cooked in his living room. 

Reuben’s book is both a charming look at small 
town life and its quirky characters (important clues are 
gleaned by the chatty manicurist from Brooklyn who 


was “as inconspicuous as a chorus girl doing high 
kicks in the Vatican”), as much as it is an eye-opening 
look at arson investigations. 

It’s hot stuff, indeed.

To end its current 
season on a high note, 
Regina Opera is staging 
“Un Ballo en Maschera” 
this weekend and next.

Cannes film fest helps Bklyn filmmakers find backers

C ANNES, France — “This is nice, 
but it can’t compare to the view 
from Red Hook,” said Kino head 
Don Krirn, a New York film distributor, 
as he stood at the water’s edge in 

Brooklyn was on the minds of many 
at the 59th Festival de Cannes. In fact, 
Park Slope resident Paul Bettany was 
one of this year’s first to climb the red 
carpet, as he joined castmates for the 
premiere of Ron Howard’s “The 
DaVinci Code,” the controversial film 
that opened the festival on May 17. 

The film has certainly had its detrac- 
tors — horn Catholic organizations to the 
critics — but that hasn’t hindered its box 
office appeal. During a press conference 
at the festival, Bettany spoke of his deci- 
sion to take the role of Silas, the homici- 
dal monk, and only touched on the storm 
surrounding the movie’s release. 

“Ron mng me up and asked me to be 
in the movie and he said, “Monk, assas- 
sin and ‘Da Vinci Code’ ” and it was Ron 
calling me, so I said, ‘Yes!’ immediately,” 
Bettany told reporters. 

“He asked me if I had read the book 
and I said, ‘Yes, of course,’ and I had- 
n’t, so I ran and got the book — not in 
theology and personal growth, but in 
the fiction department — and I read it 
in two sittings. 

“It was a real page-turning adventure 
story. And since, for the film, I’ve read 
a number of theological discourses. 
They’re not page-turners, quite dull. It 
should he quite clear to everyone that it 
is a fiction.” And so it went. 

“The Da Vinci Code” was shown out 
of competition, which means it wasn’t 
eligible for any awards. So we will 
never know if this year’s jury [com- 
prised of actors Samuel L. Jackson and 
Tim Roth; actresses Zhang Ziyi, Moni- 
ca Bellucci and Helena Bonham Carter; 
directors Patrice Leconte, Lucrecia 
Martel and (former Brooklyn resident) 
Elia Suleiman; and chairman Wong 
Kar Wai] would have felt kindly to- 
ward the film or not. 

Nonetheless, the coveted Palme d’Or 
— top prize — was given to an Eng- 
lish-language film, Ken Loach’s “The 
Wind that Shakes the Barley” at the 
Closing Night award ceremony on 
Sunday, May 28. And although there 
were three American films in the com- 
petition — Richard Linklater’s “Fast 
Food Nation,” Richard Kelly’s “South- 
land Tales,” and Sofia Coppola’s 
“Marie Antoinette,” not one of them 
came away with an award. 

Cannes support group 

Beyond the red carpet of the festival, 
where stars come and go on a twice-dai- 
ly basis, there is real work going on in 
Cannes. The Cinefondation, the festi- 
val’s educational arm, has been support- 
ing new filmmakers lor years by giving 
residencies to artists (including, in 2002, 
former Brooklynite Peter Sollett). 

Last year, the Cinefondation institut- 
ed an additional program, L’ Atelier du 
Festival, a workshop for filmmakers 
making their first or second feature film. 
There is no residency involved, but for 
directors with a script and a plan, the 
festival helps to arrange support by set- 
ting up meetings with possible funders 
from all over the world. 

This year, one of the selected artists 
was Marine Park resident Cruz Angeles 


who, with his wife and creative partner 
Maria Topete, was accepted into the 
Atelier with the recommendation of the 
Sundance Lab, part of the Sundance In- 
stitute, where he had completed his 

GO Brooklyn sat with Angeles, 
Topete and producer and East Williams- 
burg resident Jay Van Hoy to discuss 
their film project and their Cannes expe- 
riences in the producers network 
lounge. (A lot of wheeling and dealing 
takes place here, alongside the port, 
where a collection of incredibly pricey 
yachts are tied up for the duration of the 
festival.) 

Not one of the three is a native 
Brooklynite, but all are happy to call it 
home now. Originally from Texas, Van 
Hoy “got to Brooklyn as soon as I 
could!” And he not only lives in the 
borough, but bases his production com- 
pany there. Maria hails from Oakland, 
Calif., and Cruz from the South Central 
section of Los Angeles, but they both 
spoke of the sense of family and com- 
munity in their new home. 

“New York seemed very safe com- 
pared to our old neighborhoods,” Maria 
said. “Marine Park is very family-ori- 
ented.” However, things changed after 
Sept. 11, 2001, and thus came the idea 
for their film. 

“Everything changed,” Angeles said. 
“People were told not to get on a sub- 
way car with too many people sleeping; 
it could be anthrax.” 

Topete added, “New York post-9- 11 
reminded us of how we grew up.” This 
sense of fear inspired them to write the 
script for their feature film, “Don’t Let 


Me Drown.” A love story set weeks af- 
ter the terrorist attacks, the pair took two 
and a half years to write the screenplay. 

Then Jim McKay — Park Slope 
resident, director, producer and “god- 
father” to many American independent 
filmmakers — read early drafts, gave 
them feedback, and recommended 
them for the Sundance Lab in 2005. 

Which, of course, led them, here, to 
Cannes. 

Van Hoy, with his producing part- 
ner, Lars Knudsen, came on board just 
after the Lab, when Sundance held 
readings of the Lab’s projects in New 
York. As a producer, he finds the 
Cannes Atelier to be valuable. 

“The festival is very available to 
us,” said Van Hoy. “It’s an intelligent- 
ly designed program. They try to 
match us up with people who actually 
have the resources to help us.” The 
festival has set up a total of 25 meet- 
ings for them. This is serious stuff, but 
it seems the festival also wants them 
to be fully aware of the art-commerce 
connection. 

“They only schedule meetings in the 
mornings, so that we have the rest of the 
day to see films,” said Van Hoy. “In fact, 
the festival encourages us to see films.” 

When we spoke, the group had al- 
ready been to two red carpet events at 
the festival’s enormous Lumiere The- 
ater, for premieres of the films in com- 
petition. And they are continuing to 
take full advantage of all the festival 
has to offer. 

“We really feel privileged,” said Van 
Hoy. 

But back to the meetings. So far, a lot

of interest in “Don’t Let Me Drown” 
has been shown by European compa- 
nies — from the UK, France, Germany, 
Spain, Switzerland and Italy, and also 
by NHK, a Japanese company. In order 
to give these potential investors a real 
sense of what they want to do, the film- 
makers have put together a prospectus 
that includes a slide show of Sunset 
Park locations where they hope to shoot 
the film. 

“In the US, people really like the 
script, but now they’re asking about cast 
and bottom line elements,” Angeles told 
GO Brooklyn. “Non-US companies are 
more interested in the idea of a new nar- 

This is fine with him. 

Said Angeles, “I want [the film] to be 
a very lyrical poem of New York.” 

So what happens next? Van Hoy told 
us that there have already been some fol- 
low-up meetings, with more to be 
arranged after Cannes. Angeles and 
Topete want to start shooting in October. 

‘The film takes place one month af- 
ter Sept. 11, so we want the same sea- 
son and the same sense of time,” said 
Angeles. So Van Hoy will be busy as 
soon as he returns to East Williamsburg 
in order to start on time. Which is why 
this gang — producers and filmmakers 
— seem so “together.” 

“Working with Jay and Lars is awe- 
some,” said Angeles. “They respect our 
vision, and they have good taste. What 
can I say? They have my back!” 

And the festival seemed to have their 
backs as well. Remember their names; 
perhaps they’ll be climbing the red car- 
pet for the premiere of “Don’t Let Me 
Drown” in a few years.

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Is it Dry?

T here’s an old poem that I came across 
that only someone in the wine trade 
could truly appreciate: it’s the lament of 
an old man who has spent his entire life in the 
wine business, traveling, tasting, learning and 
buying. He knows the soil of the vineyards the 
grapes have grown in, he knows the cellars 
they were made in. He has worked with great 
Chefs matching wines perfectly with their 
dishes. He has filled his cellar with outstand- 
ing wines from the best vintages, cellared them 
so that they are at their peak, ready for the 
enjoyment and pleasure of his guests, and all 
anyone ever asks him is: “Is it dry?” 

There is no doubt that the question I am 
asked more often than any other is: “Is it dry?” 
but when I ask, in return, “What do you mean 
by dry?” not one person in one hundred actu- 
ally knows what they mean. Here’s what “dry” 
means with wine: not sweet. Period. Sweet 
wine is never dry, and dry wine is never sweet. 
It’s that simple. In order to fully understand 
the difference between dry and sweet, and 
how wines get that way, we really have to take 
a look at fermentation. 

Fermentation is the process wherein sugar is 
converted into alcohol by the action of yeast, 
giving off C02 and heat as byproducts. More 
sugar, potentially, equals more alcohol. As a 
rule, grapes from cooler climates have less 
sugar at maturity than grapes from warmer 
areas do. This disparity in the amount of sugar 
in the grapes is why so many German wines, 
for example, can be perfectly dry at 8 or 9 
percent alcohol, while Napa Valley wines often 
come in at mouth-numbing 15 percent yet 
still have residual sugar in them. Still, sugar 
levels before fermentation do not always 
direedy relate to sugar levels after fermenta- 

The sweetness that we taste in wine is from 
the sugar in the grapes that is not transformed 
into alcohol during fermentation. This is 
called Residual Sugar. What is often confusing 
for people who are just beginning to learn 
about wine is learning to differentiate the taste 
of sweetness (sugar) with the taste of fruit. 
There are plenty of wines that are dry (low in 
sugar) yet smell and taste of ripe fruit. Many 
of these are terrific warm weather wines. 


delicious by themselves or with light foods. 
Some of them are absolutely wonderful “food 
wines”, matching well with a wide range of 
dishes. The white wines from Germany and 
Alsace come immediately to mind. If you 
haven’t tried Choucroute Garnie, “real” sauer- 
kraut with several cuts of fresh and smoked 
pork and pork sausages with a cold, crisp 
Riesling or Pinot Blanc, you’re missing out on 
one of life’s great pleasures. 

The fermentation process stops naturally 
when either all of the available sugar has been 
turned into alcohol or when the alcohol level 
has become high enough to kill off the yeast 
cells. Different strains of yeast can survive in 
varying concentrations of alcohol. A wine 
maker can stop the fermentation by chilling 
the wine and then filtering the yeast out, leav- 
ing intact a desired level of residual sugar. 
Fortified wines such as Sherry, Madeira, 
Marsala and Port have pure alcohol added to 
stop fermentation, preserving their naturally 
high levels of sugar. 

In the United States, sweetness in wine is 
most often thought of as something to avoid, 
and I can’t understand why. We consume far 
more sugar in its many forms than the people 
of any other nation, yet we can’t imagine 
drinking a wine with more than a trace of it. 
Cola drinks contain the same amount of sugar 
that you’d get if you took your morning coffee 
with five sugars! Even dessert wines aren’t that 
sweet. Most of us will admit that we’ve 
enjoyed a slice of pizza, a hot dog or a ham- 
burger with a cola, right? Why not try a wine 
that’s about one tenth as sweet? 

A bit of residual sugar in your wine can 
often help to balance the flavor of a dish. Two 
weeks ago, I wrote about Vouvray and men- 

complimented the wine beautifully: that “just 
a touch” of sweetness was just wbat the dish 
needed. It’s all about balance, really... but that’s 
what we’ll talk about next week.

Council goes 
to bat for ‘HR’ 


The Brooklyn Papers 

A handful of Brooklyn 
City Council members 
doesn’t want the Under- 
ground Railroad to get rail- 
roaded. 

The group is demanding 
that the city delay for 90 days 
its plan to tear down a row of 
houses that may have been a 
way station for fugitive slaves. 

“What we don't want the 
city to do is ... to say, ‘Boom, 
the houses are condemned,’ ” 
said City Councilman David 
Yassky (D-Brooklyn Heights), 
who called for the 90-day hold 
along with colleagues Bill De- 
Blasio (D-Park Slope), A1 


Vann (D-Bedford-Stuyvesant), 
Letitia James (D-Prospect 
Heights) and Charles Barron 
(D-Canarsie). 

“It’s clear that there is at 
least significant reason to 
think the houses may have 
some historical significance 
and we need to make sure 
there is some public review,” 
Yassky said. 

The current city plan calls the 
Duffield Street houses — which 
historians and preservationists 
believe were part of the fabled 
Underground Railroad — to be 
tom down in favor of a parking 
lot to serve a new hotel planned 
near the Fulton Mall. 

The city has been studying

the houses to determine if they 
should be preserved — but 
residents have charged that the 
firm doing the analysis is in- 
tent on proving that there is no 
historical value to the homes. 

As a result, resident Joy Cha- 
tel called the latest council move 
“wonderful,” a marked reversal 
from an earlier attack she lev- 
eled at Yassky, whom she 
claimed wasn’t doing enough to 
protect the historic houses. 

“Now people are really 
working with us,” she said, 


“not just trying to prove that 
we are wrong, so they can get 
on with their job,” 

The council move is the lat- 
est effort to save the Duffield 
houses. 

In a letter to the city’s con- 
sultants in March, a member 
of the city’s Landmark Preser- 
vation Commission, Christo- 
pher Moore, said that destroy- 
ing them would “continue the 
city’s legacy” of not protect- 
ing black history.

Sugar-free mom Larissa Phillips 

Larissa Phillips, a self-described "Park Slope mom" 
who leads the food committee at PS 146, is spear- 
heading a petition drive to force the Department of 
Education to stop serving foods that contain high- 
fructose corn syrup (to sign up, go to www.peti- 
tiononline.com/no2hfcs/petition.html). The notori- 
ous sweetener, which unlike sugar, does not help 
suppress appetite, is virtually ubiquitous in our food 
supply, especially as nutritionists battle the other en- 
emy, fats. In fact. City Councilman Bill DeBlasio (D- 
Park Slope) recently asked the DOE to review 
whether kids were drinking too much high-fructose 
corn syrup-laced chocolate milk in the weeks since 
the school system got rid of full-fat milk in favor of 
low-fat milk and non-fat chocolate milk. The DOE 
didn't get back to DeBlasio — or The Brooklyn Pa- 
pers — with an answer. This week, Phillips checked 
in with sugar free editor Gersh Kuntzman.

what was going on. 

“Coaching Little League, I 
could clearly see the impact” 
of the dealers, said Lou Sones, 
who lives just a few blocks 
from the houses. “You could 
see exactly how scared the 
children were to walk around 
in certain areas of the neigh- 
borhood.” 

Since the busts, residents 
say they have noticed an in- 
creased police presence even 
now, a month after the sting. 
Drug trafficking is noticeably 
down, they say. 

Of course, not everyone 
loves a drug-free zone. 

“My pot dealer refuses to 
come here anymore,” said one 
bartender on Van Brunt Street, 
referring to the stepped-up po- 
lice presence. “He says it’s too 
hot now.” 


Q: So why start a petition drive 
against high-fructose corn syrup? 

Do you have some vendetta against 
America's brave, patriotic and highly 
subsidized corn growers? 

A: It all started at a school food conference 
I went to in April. A lot of representatives 
from the Office of School Food were there, 
trumpeting the improvements they were 
making and how they were buying locally. 
So when we got to lunch, indeed, there 
was yogurt made by a New York State 
company. It was non-fat, but it was sweet- 
ened with high-fructose com syrup, which 
many nutritionists think is the crack co- 
caine of sugars. 

Q: So now you're going to tell me 
you have a problem with giving kids 
crack cocaine, right? 

A: It just showed me that even the school 
nutrition experts don’t get it. Everyone is 
so intent on getting the fat out of foods, but 
they don’t realize that when they take out 
fat, the kids end up eating more high-fruc- 
tose corn syrup. The Harvard School of 
Public Health did a study that showed that 
obesity now isn’t being caused by fat, but 


by too little fiber and too much HFCS in 
the food. Sugar is practically a health food 
compared to HFCS. 

Q: Hence the petition. 

A: People who know about the issue feel 
frustrated about how their children are be- 
ing fed in the schools. I make lunch for my 
kid, but kids whose mothers or fathers 
don’t have the time or money to make 
lunch aren’t being fed well. My son, for 
example, never had sugar until he started 
going to school. Sure, I knew he’d en- 
counter “bad food” once he started hanging 
out with other kids, but I never expected 
that he’d be introduced to marshmallows, 
gummy bears, gummy worms, Coke, or- 
ange soda, and chocolate milk in school it- 
self. Orange soda, can you believe it? In 
school! I don’t think he should be eating 
things in school that are actually dangerous 
to his health. Schools need to have some 
responsibility. Most school lunches are 
completely processed food. 

Q: But they are getting better, no? 
A: They have gotten rid of trans fats, 
which are a killer. But high-fructose com 
syrup is the next step.
